WASHINGTON, April 22 (UP) 
—The Justice Department today 
asked the Subversive Activities 
Control Board to order 12 organi- 
zations to register with the De- 
partment as Communist fronts. 

In petitions filed with the 
board, the Department contended 
that the 12 groups are “directed, 
dominated and controlled by the 
Communist party and have been 
operated primarily for the pur- 
pose of giving aid and support to 
the Communist party.” 

Today's registration petitions 
were directed against: Labor 
‘Youth League; The International 
Workers Order, Inc.; Civil Rights 
Congress: American Committee 
for Protection of Foreign Born; 
National Council -of Ameri- 
can-Soviet Friendship, Inc.; The 
Joint ascist . Ref Com- 
mittee; The Jefferson School of 
Social Science; United May Day 
Committee; Veterans of the Abra- 
ham Lincoln Brigade; Countil on 
African Affairs, Inc.; The Com- 
mittee for a Democratic Far 
Eastern Policy, and The Ameri- 
can Slav Congress. 

All of these groups have been 
listed by previous Attorneys Gen- 
eral on subversive liss, designed 
to help the Government's loyalty 
check on federal employes.

“A lot of the prisoners tried to 
escape,” he said, “but they got 
brought back and kept in con- 
finement. 

“Most of those who came back 
turned on their (the Communists) 
side of thinking.” 

Legay said there was a “num- 
ber” of more seriously sick and 
wounded prisoners at Pyoktong 
camp who apparently will not be 
repatriated. 

“When I left we had two right 
in our company,” he said. “They 
were real bad. The Chinese said 
they were too sick to move.” 

He estimated that between 25 
and 30 men in his 220-man com- 
pany started paying attention to 
Communist propaganda. “I guess 
they fell for it,” he said. “The 
other prisoners called them No. 1 
boys.“ : 

As Legay spoke today he nerv- 
ously fingered his broken left 
arm. He did not say how he suf- 
fered the injury. He said the 
Communists did not place his arm 
in a cast but had put a temporary 
splint on it which they removed 
two days later. 

“They didn’t even take an X-ray 
until four months ago,” he said. 
“Then they operated on my arm 
last month for an infection.” 

Operation Delays. 

, Pvt. William Brock, Rome, Ga., 
said the Communists delayed for 
a week before operating on him 
for his battle wounds. 

He was hit in the jaw by ex- 
ploding grenade and mortar frag- 
ments when the Chinese over- 
ran his company’s positions Nov. 
5, 1951. 

“They took out part of my 
jaw,” he said. Six months later, 
in April, they operated on me 
again.” 

Brock, a member of the First 
Cavalry Division, said he lost 31 
pounds in captivity. “The only 
thing I could eat was noodles, on 
account of my jaw,” he said. 
“You had to eat a lot to fill up.” 

He said there were “about 213” 
Allied prisoners at his camp—No. 
3, about 20 miles east of Pyok- 
tong. “It was just a bunch of 
mud shacks,” he said. “There 
wasn’t any barbed wire. We slept 
on the floor. The houses were 
heated under the floors.” 

When asked if he had ever seen 
the prisoners mistreated, Brock 
said, No, I never did.” He said 
he did not know of any forced 
marches where prisoners died.

Lance Cpl. Arthur E. Hunt said 
“there were many seriously 
wounded Gloucesters, but all the 
time I was in Communist hands 
I never saw a single seriously 
wounded prisoner. 

“I only saw walking wounded. 
I don’t know what happened to 
the worst cases.” 

Hunt, who was removed to a 
British hospital at Kure, Japan, 
said his observation also applied 
to American and other U.N. pris- 
oners. 

He said the Reds made no at- 
tempt to pick up fighting men 
found on the battlefield in such 
serious condition they could not 
keep up with a marching column. 

Allied officers refused to com- 
ment on disclosure of the atroci- 
ties, nor would they say what ef- 
fect they might have on resump- 
tion of the truce talks.

We Can't Change Now. 


The refers to all the 
questions which we or they have 
not wished to discuss—such as 
the future pf Formosa, the civil,

Having insisted for 18 months 
that all of these questions should 
be kept out of the armistice, we 
could not now at the last minute 
change our minds completely. 
We could not now repudiate the 
U.N, resolution which we. voted 
for only last Thursday noon. 

We could not refuse to conclude 
a truce until we had plunged into 
the morass of a general peace 
conference “to settle,” as Senator 
Taft is reported as saying, “all 
the questions of the Far East in 
one dite.“ b 

That would be some bite. 

What Senator Taft must have 
meant is that after a military ar- 
mistice in Korea—but before the 
political conference which the ar- 
mistice agreement calls for 
every effort should be made to 
bring about an armistice in Indo- 
china, and also some kind of 
cease fire and pacification in 
Malaya. 


Full Settlement Premature. 


This order of business would 
carry out the promises we have 
made to France, and it would re- 
flect correctly, I believe, the real

By that I mean that an 
armisticé in Korea is desirable, a 
quick effort to “settle” the fu- 
ture of Korea is premature and 
would be doomed to“ failure. 

If this is what Senator Taft 
had in mind—that we should not 
attempt to settle the future of 
Korea unless and until there is 
also a cease fire in the other 
wars—then his advice would be 
sound.

In Indochina, however, the 
great powers do not have the 
same degree of influence and au- 
thority. France is the only great 
power actually present in Indo- 
china.

So one can imagine an agree- 
ment by the great powers—let us 
say, by the Soviet Union and Red 
China, by France, Britain and 
the U.S.A.—to permit, to pro- 
mote, and to bring about an ar- 
mistice. But the actual armistice 
in Indochina could hardly be ne- 
gotiated, could certainly not be 
made effective, except by and 
under the native and local au- 
thorities. , 

France could not enforce an 
armistice in the sense that the 
Red Chinese can enforce it in 
North Korea and the 
States in South Korea. 


Free to Fight Elsewhere? 


The fact of the matter is that 
while an armistice can be had 
in Korea without settling the po/ 
litical future of Korea, it is in- 
ordinately difficult, probably im- 
possible, to do this in Indochina. 
Would it be any easier if there 
were no truce in Korea? There 
are some in ern who 
think so. I do not see that it 
would be. 

They worry a great deal about 
how the Chinese would be freed 
to increase their intervention in 
Indochina. But would not we too 
be freed to increase ours? 

If the Chinese were to dis- 
engage” from Korea some part of 
the forces and supplies that are 
there now, could we not also dis- 
engage some part of ours? 
Cannot we get to Indochina by 
sea and air as fast as they can 
get there by land and air? The 
real question is not that, not 
whether the Chinese would want 
a truce in Korea only to make a 
bigger war in Indochina, which 
would revive the war in Korea. 
The real question, surely, is 
whether Peiping and Moscow are 
moving towards an accommoda- 
tion. 


One Bridge at a Time. 


If they are, the right way to 
meet them is by crossing each 
bridge when we come to it, and 
not before. It is necessary to 
know where the further bridges 
are and to think carefully how 
they might be crossed. 
But it is foolish for responsible 
men to make public declaration 
about things in -the far future 
which are still so hypothetical. 
The bridge we have come to is 
a Korean armistice, not a Korean 
settlement, much less a Far East- 
ern settlement.

PERU ENVOY DISPUTE 
HGHER TAR BILLS 


Feranando Berckemeyer Ad- 
dresses Pan-American 
Banquet Here. 


Bills which would increase 
tariffs on imports into this coun- 
try from South American nations 
were criticized last night by Fer- 
nando Berckemeyer, Ambassador 
to the United States from Peru.

“We in Peru are very much 
concerned about certain legisla- 
tion introduced in the United 
States House of Representatives 
and Senate setting higher tariffs 
for some of our products,” 
Berckemeyer said. 
“On the one ‘hand, we are en- 
couraged to produce minerals 
such as zinc and lead through fi- 
nancial assistance from the Ex- 
port-Import Bank and technical 
assistance from some of your 
Government agencies. 
“On the other hand, we are 
faced with that greatest of all 
obstacles—the high tariff.” 
Friendly Relations. 


Stiff tariff rates, the ambassa- 
dor said, threaten “the good and 
friendly relations that have al- 


— 


States and Peru.“ He said he 
hopes such cordial relations “can 
be continued along mutually bene- 
ficial lines.” 

The threat of Communism, 
Berckemeyer declared, is the 
greatest danger facing the West- 
ern world. 

“We desire today to thrust 
away from our shores the Com- 
munist threat to our peoples.

Avoiding Airsickness 
By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


F you have a tendency to become airsick or are afraid you 
| the following precautions will help on your next plane 
trip. Only one person in 10 is highly susceptible to this 
aerial form of seasickness. Although no one is immune, you 
ean take definite steps to lessen the likelihood of being upset 
during an air trip. : 
Preventive measures should include adequate sleep on the 
night before your airplane trip, a light meal of easily di- 
’ gested food one hour before flight but no alcoholic or 
carbonated beverages, warm but not overhot clothing, a re- 
clined plane: seat so that you can partly lie down, and look 
up at the ceiling of the plane. You are less likely to be 


airsick if you eat a light meal before flight, instead of 
| boarding the plane with an empty stomach.

THE REASON carbonated beverages should be spurned 
is that they release gas in the intestine. These gases expand 
at the cabin altitude of 8500 to 10,000 feet maintained by 
commercial air liners in pressurized cabins. This céuld cause 
slight stomach or intestinal discomfort. 

Alcoholic beverages are not any more intoxicating at 
altitudes in a plane than on the ground, Because they upset 
some people even at ground levels, such people will feel 
better without a drink before plane time. 

Certain drugs are effective in most people. Either Drama- 
mine or a combination of two other drugs equally effective 
for motion sickness can be obtained on your doctor’s pre- 
scription. 

If you expect to become airsick, you are most likely to

Thus, you should not drive an auto- 
mobile for about four hours after taking the last dose, 

You should not fly if you have a+ moderate-to-severe 
eold, because that can lead to middle-ear infection. This 
comes about from infected material passing up the tube con- 
necting the middle ear with the throat. 

) If you take ehildren on an airplane flight, you can help 
them avoid painful popping of the ears by giving them toy 
balloons to inflate during landings and take-offs.
